The Puerto Bioan tariff 
bill baa 


caused protest from and trouble in tbe 
Republican party aa no measure baa 
done since tbe close of the civil war. 
We do not wish our readers to receive 
our statement as authority, and for that 
reason we give statements made in 
leading Republican journals in the 
Eaat. 
The Philadelphia 
Bulletin, when 


apeaking 
of 
relief for tbe island 


people, said: "What tbe Puerto Bioana 
are entitled to receive is not charity, 
but justice." 


The Chicago Inter-Ocean says the 


Puerto Bioan bill is "aa atrocious be- 
trayal of trust," and asks "it it is any 
wonder that the whole Republican 
party and tbe whole intelligence and 
conscience of tbe country bave arisen 
in revolt at the atrocious betrayal of 
trust wbicb the National Honse of 
Bepresentatlvea bas perpetuated upon 
them." Speaking of tbe attitude of 
tbe Senate it said: "Att appeal to the 
President will be In vain," charging 
that "be is more responsible for tbe 
work than any man in tbe country," 
and adds that the attitude is more per- 
plexing when it is compared with bia 
various utterances in the country, and 
cites: "At St. Louis In October, 1898, 
be proclaimed for this country and its 
new possessions, one flag and one 
destiny." In Chicago five days after- 
wards be declared "that our victory 
mast not lead to tbe desertion of tbe 
Immortal principles on which this Gov- 
ernment was founded." In Atlanta 
one month later be said "that in ex- 
panding we would still bold fast to tbe 
traditions and principles of tbe past." 


Continuing to cite tbe words of tbe 


President, tbe Inler-Ocean said: "At 
Ocean Qreve in August, 1899, be told 
an audience of 20,000 that our flag does 
not mean one thing bere and another 
in Cuba or Puerto Rico. At Phila- 
delphia some time afterwards be 
said tbat tbe Philippines are as much 
a part of tbe United States as Penn- 
sylvania. At St. Paul be assured bis 
bearers that our new possessions were 
not to be governed aa vassals, or serfs 
or slaves, bat woald receive a govern- 
ernment of taxation without tyranny, 
justice without bribe. 


Tbe Chicago Journal says the Puerto 


Rlcan bill is not a blander, it Is a 
crime. Speaking of tbe betryed island 
ers, it said: "An Administration Sen- 
ator delicately expressed the situation 
the other day. * * * In a few weeks 
the people and the newspapers will 
bave eoma other sow by tbe oar, then 
the tariff bill can be jammed through." 
The paper adds: "There is a settled 
conviction tbat what tbe Administra- 
tion and its supporters now meditate 
is not merely a blander, bnt u crime. 
Not only an act that will furnish cam- 
paign thunder to tbe oritorioal patriots 
of tbe opposite party, bat an act of dis- 
honesty, a mean, swindling, pocket- 
picking enterprise tbat tarns all oar 
promisee to hypocrisy and dishonors 
us in tba court of consciences."

The locators were not 
anxious to sell, as the mines have paid 
trim the first stroke of the pick. It 
was discovered by Mr. Deegan and 
associates last June. Ore has been 
shipped that returned $1,601,87. There 
is at present nearly $3,000 worth of 
rook on the dump, notwithstanding 
that the owners have been doing dead 
work for several months.
